
CELT’S DEBUT SUCCESSFUL 



SON OF COMMANDO QUALIFIES FOR BROOKLYN 
HANDICAP BY CANTERING VICTORY. 



Moorish Kin* Wins the Amateur Cun— Wise Mason 
Defeats Joe Madden in the Bay- 
chestcr Handicap. 





Now York. May 27. — Today’* originally light card 
ot Kclnioiit Park was further depleted liy scratching 
la-cause of the sloppy track. The race ill which 
felt was entered developed into a one-sided affair. 
Tip- Keene crack encountered only tioininal opiaisi; 
tion and had simply to canter the mile mid a fur- 
long. hard held, in 1 :5N to win by a down or more 
lengths. Celt nulled up a half down strides past 
the finish and trotted back to the judges’ stand as 
sound as 'When he won the Brooklyn Handicap a 
year ago. It was an impressive public trial for tin- 
top weight in this year’s assignment of imposts for 
the same race. and. barring accidents, the wonder 
fill sou of Commniido — Maid of Erin should have uo 
serious difficulty in repeating. 

Except a fractional difference in the ease of Mex- 
oana in the first race Celt was the only winning 
favorite that materialized during the afternoon, and 
Ids closing odds of 1 to Iff* were absolutely prohibi- 
tive. Everyone of the sextette of winners led from 
start to tinisli ami scored easily. Never for a mo- 
ment was there any doubt as to the ultimate result 
in any nisi-, which is something of a record for a 
day's racing. The smallest field of all — two — Wise 
Mason and .Toe Madden, contested the Itaychester 
Handicap. Wise Mason displayed pronounced im- 
provement over his preceding effort and from first 
to last simply toyed with his solitary ornament. 
The half-brother of McC’hesnev is an Impressive sort 
and may prove worthy of his near relationship to 
that great thoroughbred. 

The Amatcui Cup was the sporting feature and 
brought many of the hunting set to the park. It 
developed into a runaway affair for Moorish King, 
which showed unite a tine performance. Murk An- 
tony II., at odds-on. was a trailer throughout. Mr. 
Belmont good-naturedly stoisl a great deal of chaf- 
fing after tlaklawn’s showing in the Meadowhtook 
Steeplechase for hunters. The chairman of the 
Jockey Club paid $20, POO for Oaklawn on the eve 
of tin- running of the Saratoga Special of 1!M)5 lo 
represent him in that famous spurting event, flak 
lawn performed inglorlously ill ills first essay in the 
Belmont colors ami has pot won a race since. He 
is one of the most conspicuous gold bricks ever seen 
on tin- turf. 

"Father 1 till ” Daly trh-d to buy (Hopper front Mr. 
lh-linont after the close of the races. Whether lie 
Hurt-ceded or not is not known, hut he was over 
heard to say that as he hud trained ami owned 
(Hopper's dam and understood her peculiarities, lie 
thought he could make a good race horse out of 
tllopper despite his rogiiisliness. 

Edtlie Dugan was a shining light in a jockey way. 
riding three winners. Wise Mason. Celt and Wapon- 
oea. 

A. G. Blakeley made the important announcement 
during the afternoon that Master Hubert will he 
an absentee from the Brooklyn Handicap. The 
Emery crack lias been coughing and is likewise suf- 
fering from skin eruptions. 

J. E. Madden has purchased the season’s contract 
on jockey J. McIntyre from William Garth. 

Tin- local municipal ferry receipts showed a big 
falling off last year, largely due to anti-racing legis- 
lation. The Tlilrty-niutli street ferrv alone was 
affected to the extent of $80,000. 

With tin- exception of the cap and sleeves tin- 
jacket colors of A. J. Cassatt, worn by The Hard 
in the last century, were borne by the jockey on 
The Choirmaster of Chgsterbrqok in the third ra-c 
today. 

MADDEN PROPOSES MATCH RACE. 



New York. May 27. — .Tolm E. Madden, breeder of 
Kir Martin, whose chances of winning the English 
Derby yesterday were milled by his fall, is said to 
Iia vi* suggested that lands Winn ns. the horse’s pres 
cut owner, arrange a match with Minoru, the win- 
ner of the Derby. He declared his belief that Sir 
Martin will tie aide to heat Minoru in a two-horse 
race. 

Immediately after the result of the Derby was 
announced Madden sent ids congratulations to King 
Edward. Today lie received tile following reply, 
which lie proudly showed to all his friends at tin 
track this a ftermsin : 

“John E. Madden — King thanks you for your eon 
grat illations. 

(Signed) “Knollys.” 

Mr. Madden considers this prompt reply to his 
message ipiile a compliment, for. as a rule, tin- king 
uses the more formal method of letter writing in 
answer to communications of the sort sent. 

Madden also received a characteristic telegram 
from his two sons now at school near Washington. 
“I’apa: Just tough racing luck. We’ll tieat them 

yet.’’ Edward and Joe Madden. 



FAR WEST TO BECOME A JUMPER. 



New York. May 27.— .Tolm Miller, who trained the 
stable of Mortimer and Charles .Schwartz success- 
fully for several seasons, lias turned Far West over 
to tin- manager of the Schwartz farm in New Jer 
se.v. where the big son of Montana will Ik- developed 
into a jumper. The Schwartses are in Paris this 
spring. 

It is not improliable that Far West may make a 
useful steeplechaser. Frank 'Brown, who trained 
the horse before lie became the property of the 
Sehw.irtzes. put him til rough the Held several times, 
and he tisik to jumping as a duck takes to water. 
Far West has won ereditalde races at one mile and 
a unarter. and if he learns to jump he may become 
a first-class fencer. He is possessed of considerably 
more elass than the average horse racing through 
the ttelil. The Schwartses thought of schooling Far 
West for jumping several seasons lank, but de- 
ferred sending liiin through the field la-cause of liis 
ability to win on the flat. 

PAT DUNNE S VIEWS ON APPRENTICES. 



Cincinnati. ()., May 27.— Pat Dunne admittedly 
:i close observer and a man of much common sense 
linlguieiit. expresses himself tlmsly upon the pew 
rule put Into effect liv the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission limiting the apprentice allowance to the 
owner of a bov’s contract: 

"I think that the rule allowing five pounds for an 
apprentice rider should go for all horse owners with 
a modification of the present rule. What I think 
would lie fair for everyone would lie to make t lie 
apprentice allowance last until a jockey won twenty- 
five or thirty races. As soon as lie wins that number 
|„. is no longer an apprentice. If a Im.v is two or 
three years winning that number of races, that does 
not make any difference, for he really is only an 
apprentice all the time or in* would have gotten the 
irgnired number at one meeting.”

ItitMia Ken was a contest- 
ant In tlie Durdan Plate and Delirium started in 
the ltoyal Stakes. TlH-re was much disappointment 
lieeause neither of James It. Keene’s American 
cracks. Ballot and Colin, both of which were en- 
tered. participated in the Coronation Cup.

5.000 francs, 
2.400 meters, was won by Duryea's Hose Noble. 
O’Neill up Stern’s Lahiseotte, Childs UP. was sec- 
ond. Vanderbilt's San Pietro. Bellbouse up, was 
third. Seven horses ran. 



DEVELOPMENT OF CANADIAN RACING. 

“Tlie beginnings of racing in this community 
were long ago. ami tin- men who saw them are no 
more.” writes tin- turf editor of the Toronto Globe. 
•"The late Tle.nk’ Clmnot-ll. of Sandwich, raced 
horses on the hanks of the Humber in 1828. He 
had a starter in the Plate of 1805 and again ope in 
1004. Tl>e fifty years of the history of tlie Plate 
are spanned, though, by Mr. Charles Littlefield, wlio 
rode Don Juan when (lie son of Sir Tatton Svkes 
and Yellow Ilosc- won the first race for tlie royal 
guineas at the Carlton track half a century ago. 
Mr. Littlefield is still hale aud hearty, and engaged 
in the healthful occupation of training. His son. 
Barry Littlefield, it was who trained for Mr. Sea- 
gram the horse that won the Plate last year. 

"Tlie City of Toronto anil Home District Turf Club 
held a race meeting on Scarlett’s Plain at the Hum- 
ber in 18 | 0 . Later there was a track near the Don. 
where the cattle byres now are. of whieli it is said 
that tlie black loam made the liest and most re- 
sillant fisiting on tlie continent. There was then 
tin- Grange course, between Spadiua avenue and 
Beverley street. Then tlie sports la-fore la-ltig 
driven out to Carlton, where the track lay Month of 
Dundas street and north of Bioor street, less than 
half a mile northwest of tlie Pines, congregated for 
awhile at the Gates’ course, called ‘Newmarket.’ 
J. E. Seagram’s recent training ground, where Mr. 
White's Nellie beat John Collins for the Plate in 
isos, on which occasion the course was kent h.v a 
detachment of the 18th Hussars. Aud last, and 
"to stay.’ came the Woodbine. 

“Until the arrival of the Main ills of Lome in 
Canada, the feast of the Plate was like tlie early 
parliament of United Camilla, a perambulating one, 
but on representations being made to the nueeu’s son- 
in-law that political pull led to tlie Plate being run 
for on courses where few people saw the race, and 
where tlie accommodation was of a very limited 
character. Ids excellency obtained the consent of the 
Prince of Wales to the race being rim at Toronto 
for all time to come, ami under the control of the 
Ontario Jockey Club. Accordingly, for more than a 
quarter of a century Toronto has enjoyed the privi- 
lege. of having tlie contest decided within three 
miles of the eitv hall, and Whitby and Wcsslstis'k 
ami the other places mourn their lost opportunities. 

"The prosperity of WisHlidiie has been continuous 
since tin- foundation of tlie Ontario Jockey Club. 
From insignificant Is-giunbigs it lias come to fie 
reckoned unhiue among race gatherings in America. 
Tlie wise and liberal policy that lias been consistently 
followed by tlie directors lias been rewarded h.v a 
steady growtli of public appreciation ami patronage 
that has practically reached tin- limit of accommoda- 
tion at the la-autifiil lake shore property.” 

UNSANCTIONED RACING AT TORONTO. 



Toronto. Out.. May 27. — An extended summer meet- 
ing is planned for Dufferin Park, a local half mile 
track, following the close of the WisKlhim- meeting. 
Tlie meeting will in- under tlie auspices of the York 
Riding ami Driving Club, which organization man- 
aged a fall meeting at the same track last year. 
The plans contemplate opening on Tuesday. June 8. 
Tin- Woodbine meeting will close June 5. The purses 
will not he less than $2011, witii handicaps ranging 
in value from $:!<mi to $500. Five carloads of horses 
are expected from Jamestown to participate in tin- 
racing. It is claimed that already there are loo 
horses on the grounds. Tin- meeting will be outside 
the pale of recognized racing in Canada, as tlie 
Canadian Racing Associations lias already outlawed 
those horses, owner and jockeys who participated in 
last fall’s meeting at the same track. 



TEST WILL BE AT INGLESIDE. 



Sail Francisco. Cal.. Mav 27. — Tin- plan of certain 
owners of coursing hounds to arrange for a test of 
tlie Walker-Otis anti-lx-tting law lias drawn forth 
ail announcement from Manager Jerrv O'Shea of the 
Ingleside Coin-sing- Park that lie intends to test tin- 
law s' h in . This was the plan originally arranged 
with Hie I tacking of the race-track interests. Tin- 
coursing men. who have been anxious for early 
action, have agreed to await the result of the test 
at Ingleside. which is within the corporate limits 
of San Francisco. 

NEW SCHOOLING SYSTEM WORKS WELL. 

New York. May 27. — A uotlccable fact is that the 
schooling list on the New York tracks is of small 
ITOl sirt ions at present. In other years the list would 
average thirty bad uetors throughout the racing 
season. 

The system now employed, that of iiavipg the 
assistant starters devote forenoons at Belmont Park. 
Slieepshead Bay and tin- Gravesend courses, has much 
to do with the traetibillty of the horses racing on 
the metropolitan courses. 



OWNER OF OLAMBALA DISAPPOINTED. 

Cincinnati. 0., May 27. — John G. Greener, owner 
of Dlamiinla. winner of the La ton in Derby, tele- 
graphed to New York today for information regard- 
ing Olamliala’s eligibility to tlie Belmont Stakes 
with the idea of shipping the colt east to run in the 
event should lie prove eligible. Unhappily. Olamhala 
is not an eligible for the Belmont. He will tie 
liberally nominated for those eastern and Canadian 
fixtures that have not yet closed.

LIVERPOOL CUP TO DIRECT 



Track Conditions Worst in Long Time, but the Favor- 
ites Keep on Winning. 

Cincinnati. 0., May 27. — Excepting that today's 
starters in tin- majority of the races were of better 
class than those which perfornnsl yesterday, tlie 
sisirt (lid not show much improvement. Probably 
never before has the oval here been in such frightful 
shape. A heavy storm tills morning made matters 
worse. During racing hours the threatening clouds 
broke away and present indications point to improved 
weather conditions. 

Several layers discontinued operations today lie- 
eause of losses sustained yesterday. Speculation, 
because of tlie bail state of tlie track and tlie short 
islds that have lieen (united, lias fallen off since 
opening day, and tin- fifteen layers in line, including 
tin- two fielders, were amply .sufficient to take cure 
of tlie wants of those eager to wager. A feature of 
today’s lacing was that live favorites and a second 
choice captured the purses, causing the tsiokmakers 
further losses. 

Today’s attendance showed an increase over yester- 
day's and the crowd became enthusiastic toward the 
close of file day. Especially was tills true of the 
last race, when Lillian Itay, Meadowgrass and Cumel 
finished noses apart. There was some who were in- 
clined to disagree witii the official placing. 

Tlie three-quarter dash, second on tin- card, was 
tin- best offering. It resulted in a victory for Sea 
Swell, hacked almost to tlie exclusion of tin- others. 
There was considerable crowding during tlie first 
three furlongs, for which Tnplin, on Marbles, was 
held to blame. Charlie Eastman was tlie chief 
sufferer. No complaint iieing lodged, tlie officials 
let the Incident pass without action. In the open- 
ing race there' was also a good lilt of roughing and 
It served to defeat Eye White. Troxler. on Hiii 
Co., the winner, was the offender. lie pulled sharply 
across to tlie inner rail soon after the start and be- 
fore getting clear of Eye White. The latter lost 
considerable ground aud was knocked far back, hut 
Mountain’s claim of foul was not allowed. 

Merrick scored in tlie third rate In hollow style 
as tlie shortest-priced winner of tlie afternoon. E. 
T. Shipp furnished tlie ehlef eontontiou. with the 
rest of tin- starters trailing distantly. 

V. Powers' g<ssl ride was largely responsible for 
Ket diem ike’s success in the fourth race. The ex- 
treme outsider. Usury, showing sudden improvement, 
almost succeeded in liiudiug. 

Tom Holland had to lie much the best to win 
tlie fifth race, as lie was in a rear imsition in the 
early part and was forced to travel wide through- 
out. He succeeded. Isiwever. Ill wearing Ills oppo- 
nents down in the last sixteenth, much to tlie jov of 
the favorite players, who had been scoring right 
down the line. 

Tlie dosing race gave Barney Sehrdlier his first 
purse of the season In tills section, when Lillian 
ltav managed to stagger home a nose in advance of 
Meadowgrass. with Camel right there as well. 

Warfield and Plate Glass will la- shipped hack 
here oil Wednesday next after they fulfill engage- 
ments at Belmont Park. Owner Young will depart 
tonight for New Y'ork to witness the running of 
Warfield in the $.'{0.0(10 Belmont Stakes. 

J. Johnston and E. Horton are due with their 
horses from Norfolk tomorrow. 

W. O. Parmer was a visitor tills afternoon, en 
route from Toronto to Nashville, where he goes to 
prepare his yearlings for shipment preparatory to 
their sale. 

Jeff Bernstein, which was injured at Louisville, 
is coming along in good shape ami will lie a starter 
as soon as the track becomes good. 

Jockey I’age’s apprentice allowance will expire on 
Saturday next. 

Wiutergreen Is i-rogressing nicely, hut it will be 
more than a month before he is again in shape to 
face tin- barrier. 

Intimate friends of Aliihie Fontelieu are in receipt 
of word from him that he lias quit bookniakiug ami 
will go Into business in Iberville. La., his home city.

MACKENZIE’S RECENT PURCHASE MA 
AMENDS FOR LOUISVILLE FAILURES. 



First Disqualification of the Meeting Gives The 
Golden Butterfly a Race — Hanbridge Works 
Well for the Toronto Cup. 



Toronto, 'Ont.. May 27. — An evenly balanced pro 
cram furnished some exciting sport at Woodbine 
tills afternism. Secretary Fraser provided as atlrae 
tions the Llvenssil Cup and Hie Heller Skelter 
Steeplechase. The first and closing races furnished 
exciting contests, with tin- winners In doubt until 
the official placing was displayed. 

The tirst disqualification of tlie meeting cante witii 
tlie running of the second, race, in which William 
Garth’s Setback beat the favorite. Tlie Golden But- 
terfly. opt by a scant half length after a gruelling 
stretch drive. There was much interference In the 
race, in which Tin- Golden Butterfly was the prin- 
cipal sufferer. In the stretch drive, where Kctlig 
attempted to squeeze through next the rail with 
her. Galveaca crowded In-r lark and at the six 
teenth post Setback bore over and all hilt put In-r 
over the rail. Ilettig was forced to ease her bark 
and after tlie race lie claimed a foul against tlie 
winner, which was promptly allowed by the stew- 
ards. 

When the newly organized Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciation was formed it was determined by those in 
control to stamp out rough riding ami the stewards 
at the different tracks in Canada will lie asked to 
pay strict attention to this matter. In today's 
ease Hinchcllffe was probably not at fault, as lie 
was not strong enough to keep Setback straight. 
Tills was Setback’s, tirst effort in public ami It 
seeins that the colt has been aptly named by Garth. 

Stronielaml. Direct ami Tlie Golden Butterfly were 
the winning favorites.

Judge Parry, of the Manchester County Court, 
dealing with one of the eases recently, commented 
iitioii tlie methods of the bookmaker tints: "Before 

a bookmaker ean succeed in such a case be must 
go to tile backer ami sav: ‘You belong to tills club 

aud if .von do not promise to pay in such and such 
a time 1 shall go to so and so.’ 1 call ttiat black 
mailing: the law calls it consideration for a prom- 
ise.” lie then gave a verdict for the defendant. 

A new county court rule lias just conic into force 
which will clear the courts of these eases. It is 
worded as follows: “Nothing in this rule shall en- 

title a plaintiff to maintain an action contrary to 
the provisions of tlie gaining acts. 1.815 or 1892. by 
reason of those acts uot having been pleaded as a 
defense.’’ 

Therefore it Is no longer necessary for a defend- 
ant sued bv a bookmaker in tlie county courts for 
the recovery of bets on horse racing to plead the 
gaming acts. Notice will lie taken of tlie act by 
the county court judge without its lieing pleaded 
and the action will be dismissed ns an illegal dis- 
pute.

BETTING DEBTS IN ENGLAND. 



Tlie English law as to the recovery of betting 
debts has been a source of income to lawyers for a 
iiuuilicr of years. The gaining acts of 1815 and 1892 
make these debts irrecoverable, but iu recent years 
there has been a disposition on the part of the 
judges to allow these cases to lie tried, with the 
result that judgment has at times been given for 
plaintiff. 

The rule lias been that unless the defendant 
pleaded the gaming acts as a defense tiie judge had 
no option but to try the case. The trial of these 
cases has resulted in the ruling that a post dated 
check, a promise to pa.v in tlie future or the pay- 
ment of an installment of the debt is sufficient to 
make tlie debt a new eontraet. and judgment has 
been given for plaintiff ill such cases. 

This state of affairs lias given rise to a new sys- 
tem of collecting debts by bookmakers, who in tlie 
first place threaten to report the punter to tlie 
Turf Guardian Society, which lias a list of default- 
ing backers. Should tills fall to secure payment 
the punter is warned that Tattersalls. which con- 
trols the t»ettiug> lings; will be moved to expel him 
from the turf, and should these threats fail he can
